The military force of Russia, at 
the death of Alexander in Dee. last, 
consisted ofthe following divisions, 
viz.

Advanced Guard, - - - 80,000 
Army of the Right, - - 80,000 
Army of the Left, - - -. 80,000 
Garrison troops, - - - - 70,000 
Military Colonies, - - - 67,000 
Corps of the Caucasus, - - 85,000 
Detailed,corps of Finland,&c 45,000 


Grand Total 737,000

jealousy, which has arisen, in other 
parts of Europe, concerning the 
future measures of the new Empe- 
ror. The war with Persia, may in- 
deed, open a road to Byzantium;
